REMARKS 



Claims 1-27 are pending in the present application. The Examiner rejected claims 
1-27 imder 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). Applicant has amended claims 1 and 15, and has amended 
claims 21-24 and 26 to correct informalities in the claim preambles. No new matter was 
introduced. 

Section 103 Rejections 

Claims 1-11, 14-24, and 27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
obvious over Kim, et al., "Relationship of MRI Delayed Contrast Enhancement to 
Irreversible Injury, Infarct Age, and Contractile Function", AHA Basic Science Reports, 
Nov. 9, 1999. 

At the very least, Kim does not teach or suggest a method for imaging and 
identifying non-viable myocardial tissue in a patient's heart that includes applying the 
measured one or more features to a decision function; determining from said decision 
function whether each sector contains viable or non-viable myocardial tissue, as 
essentially recited in claims 1 and 15. 

Kim is directed to the examination of delayed contrast enhancement and wall 
motion after severe but reversible ischemic injury, acute infarction with and without 
reperfusion, and chronic infarction in chronically instrumented dogs. The Examiner cited 
Kim as disclosing that an observer detennines the viability of myocardial tissue by 
comparing the measured image intensity to a predetermined threshold. However, 
Applicant's claims 1 and 15 recite applying the measured one or more features to a 
decision function; determining from said decision Junction whether each sector contains 
viable or non-viable myocardial tissue. Thus, Kim discloses an observer making the 
determination of viability, not a decision function, as recited in claims 1 and 15. 
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Thus, Applicant urges that Kim does not teach or suggest all limitations of claims 
1 and 15, and therefore. Applicant urges that a prima facie case of obviousness of claims 
1 and 15 over Kim cannot be maintained. Reconsideration and withdrawal of these 
rejections are respectfoUy requested. 

Claims 2-1 1, 14, 16-24, and 27 all depend from either claim 1 or claim 15, and are 
patentable for at least the same reasons as claims 1 and 15. Reconsideration and 
withdrawal of these rejections are respectfully requested. 

Claims 12-13 and 25-26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being obvious 
over Kim, and further in view of U.S. Patent Publication No. 2004/0064064 fZhou. et 

ai). 

The Examiner cited Zhou as disclosing the use of a support vector machine. Zhou 
is directed to the in vivo detection of the effects of Alzheimer's disease in the interior of 
an eye using an optical analysis signal representing the birefringence of the retinal nerve 
fiber layer structures of the eye. However, Zhou nowhere discloses applying myocardial 
features to a decision function to determine whether a myocardial sector contains viable 
or non-viable tissue, thus Zhou fails to rectify the deficiencies of Kim , discussed above. 
Thus, since the combination of Kim and Zhou does not teach or suggest all limitations of 
claims 12-13 and 25-26, Applicant urges that a prima facie case of obviousness of these 
claims over Kim and Zhou cannot be maintamed. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this 
rejection are respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION 



Applicant urges that claims I -27, as amended, are in condition for allowance for 
at least the reasons stated. Early and favorable action on this case is respectfully 
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requested.
